come at it: when all in an inſtant (a thing almolt in- 
credible) he and his Horſe were convey'd ſafe -into 
the Church-yard, and his Adverſary ſtark mad on 
the other fide for his diſappointment. 24e. And did 
you really believe what he told you ? 02. Beyond all 
cilpute. Me. One would hardly have expected it 
from a man of your Philoſophy.

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ia a Copper Plate that was nail'd to the Door, in 
the very Cloaths that were then in faſnion, and are 
to be (een yet in ſeveral old Engliſh Pictures : which 
if they be right drawn; the Barbers and Clothiers in 
thoſe days had but an Ill time on't. 4. How 1o ? 
Og. He had perfectly the Beard of a Goat, and not 
one Wrinkle in his Doublet and Hoſe; but they were 
made ſo ſtrait, as if he had been rather ſtitcht up in 
them, then they cut out for him. In another Plate 
there was an exact Deſcription of the Chappel, the 
Figure and the Size of ir. 4e. So that now there was 
no further doubt to be made upon the matter. Og. 
Under this little Gate, there's an iron Grate,that was 
made only for one to pals a foot ; for it would not 
have been decent that any Horſe ſhould afterward 
trample upon the Ground that the former Horſman 
had conſecrated to the Virgin.

But however we dropt the man ſome ſmall 
mony, and piec'd up the matter as well as we could, 
Juſt before this Chappel, ſtood a lirtle Houſe,which 
the Officer told us, was convey's thither thorough 
tne Air, after a wonderful manner,in a terrible Win- 
ter, when there was nothing to be {cen bur Ice and

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Snow. Within this Houſe there were two Pits brim 
full, thac ſprang (as he told us) from a Fountain con- 
ſecrated to the Holy F:ire:wp. The Warer is ſtrange- 
ly cold, and the beſt remedy in the World for Pains 
in the Head or the Stomach. Ae. Juſt as proper as 
Oyl would be to quench a Fire. Og. You muſt con- 
ſider my Friend, this is a Miracle. Now it would be 
no Miracle for Water to quench Thirſt. 2c. That 
ſhift goes a great way in the Story. Og. It was pol1- 
tively affirm'd that this Spring burſt out inan inſtant, 
at the command of the Holy Firgiz, Upon a ſtrict 
Obſervation of every thing 1 ſaw, I askt the Officer 
how many years it might be ſince that little Houſe 
was brought thicher. He cold me that it had been 
there for ſome ages ; and yer (ſaid I) methinks the 
Walls do not ſeem to be of that Antiquity 3 and 
he did not much deny it. Nor theſe Pillars (ſaid I.) 
No Sir, ſays he, they are bur of late ſtanding, (and 
the thing diſcover'd it ſelf.) And then, faid I, me- 
thinks that Straw , thoſe Reeds, and the whole

This per- 
ſon, after he had travell'd ſeveral Countries, and 
takena View ofall Monaſteries,and Temples, where- 
ever he paſs'd, came at laſt to Cotantimople, where

that there was a certain Nun that had a quantity of 
the Mother Virgins Milk ; and that if any of it were 
co be gotten, either by Art, or for Love, or Mony, it 
would make him the happieſt Man in Nature; and 
that all the Reliques which he had hitherto collect- 
ed, were nothing to't. This ſame Will:ayz never 
reſted till he had obtain'd the one half of this Holy 
Mizlk ; which he valu'd . above the Treaſure of an 
Empire. Me. No queſtion of it ; and a thing fo 


unexpected too. Og. He goes ſtrait homeward, and 


falls ſickypon the way. Me. As there's no truſt to 
human Felicity, either that it ſhall be perfect or long 
l:v'd ! Og. Finding himſelf in danger,he calls a Frexch- 
2143 tO him 3 (his friend and fellow Traveller) makes 
him ſwear Secreſie,and then delivers him this Mz, 
upon Condition that if he gets home ſafe, he ſhould 
depoſite that Treaſure, upon the Altar of the Holy 
Virgin in the famous Church of Paris 3 that Church 
that has the Sezze on each fide of it; as if the River 
it ſelf gave place, in reverence to the Divinity of 
the Saint. To be ſhort, William is dead and bury'd, 
the other takes Poſt,and he dies too; but finding him- 
ſelf in extremity, he delivers the Milk to an Ezeliſh 
Nobleman, but under the ſtricteſt obligation imagi- 
nable, that the Count ſhould ſo diſpoſe of it as he 
himſelf would have done; the one dies, the other 
receives it, and puts it upon the Altar 1n the pre- 
{ence of the Canons of the place, who in thoſe days

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were ſtill called Reewlars (as they are yet at St. Ge- 
zoveve.) Upon his Requeſt, theſe Regulars were 
prevail'd upon to divide the Milk with him, one 
Moyety whereof was carry'd into Exelazd; and by 
him afterward depoſiced upon the Altar I told you 
of, as moved thereunto by a divine Impulſe.

Ex. \WonJer how any body can endure to 
live in a ſmoaky Town, when every 
thing's ſo freſh and pleaſant in the Coun- 
try; ſuch delicious Flowers, Meadows, 
Rivers, Fountains, &c. Ti. Several 

Men, ſeveral Humors; and beſides, a Man 

may like the Country well, and yet like ſome- 


thing elſe better. For *tis with Pleaſures as 
o . 
tis 
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*tis with Nails, one drives out another. Ex. You 
ſpeak of Ufſurers perhaps, or of covetous Traders, 
which in truth are all one. Ti. not of them alone, 
I affure you, but of a thouſand other forts of Peo- 

le; to the very Prieſts and Monks, that make 
choice ſtill of the moſt populous Cities for their Ha- 
bitations. It is not Plaro or Pythagoras that they fol- 
low in this Practice, but the Blind Beggar rather, 
who loves to be where he's crouded: For, fays he, 
the more People, the more Profit. Eu. Pre'thee let's 
leave the Blind Beggar then, and behave our elves 
like Phzloſophers. Ti. Was not Socrates a Philoſopher ? 
And yer he was for a Town-life; where a man might 
learn what he had a mind to know. In the Country, "tis 


true, ye have Woads, Gardens, Springs and Brooks, 


that may entertain the Eye ; but theſe are all mute ; 
and there's no Edification without Diſcourſe. Ez. 
Socrates puts the Caſe, I know, of a Man's walking 
alone in the Fields; not as if any of the Works of 
the Creation wanted a Tong, for every part of it 
ſpeaks to the Inſtruction. of any Man, that has but a 
good W1ll, and a Capacity to learn. Do but con{ider 
the native Glories of the Spring ; how they ſet forth: 
and proclaim the equal Wiſdom and Goodneſs of 
the Creator ! How many excellent things did 9v- 
crates, in his Retirement, both reach Phedrus, and 
learn from him? Ti. A Country Life, I muſt con- 
fels, in ſuch Company, were a Paradiſe. Eu. If you 
have a mind to make Trial of it, take a Dinner with 
me to morrow,a ſtep here out o'th* Town, I have 
a plain little Houſe there ; bur Ple promiſe you a 
cleanly and a hearty Welcome. Tj. We are enow 
to eat ye up. Ex. Never fear that, ſo long as the 


| Melons, the Figgs, Pears, Apples, and Nuts laſt : 


And 'tis but gaping neither, to have the Fruit fall 
into your Mouths, In otie Wotd ; you are to ex- 
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' PeCt only a Garden Treat, unleſs perhaps we ſhould 
ſearch the Hen-rooſt for a Pullet ; the very Wine 
grows on the place too, ' fo that there's not one 
penny of mony in the caſe. Ti. Upon theſe 'Terms 
we'el be your Gueſts. Er. Let every man bring his 
Friend too, and then we are the juſt number of the 
Muſes. Ti. A Match Ey. And rake notice that 
though I find Meat, you are to bring Sauce. Ts. 
What do you mean ! Pepper and Sugar ? Eu. No 
no; a thing that's both more favoury and cheaper. 
Ti, What may that be 2 Eu. A good Stomach. 
A light Supper to night, and a Walk to morrow 
morning does it. ( for the Walk you may thank me;) 
But what hour will you eat at ? Ti. About Ten ; be- 
fore the heat of the Day. Eu. Ple give order fort. 
Servant. Sir, the Gentlemen are come. Ea. You're 
welcome, my Maſters, for coming according to your 
words ; bur you're twice as wellcome, for coming 
fo Early, and bringing the beft Cmpany m the 
World along with ye. Itisa kind of unmannerly 
Crvility, methinks, in ſome people, to make their 
Hoſt wait. Ti. We came fo much the ſooner, that 
we might have time enough to look over all your 
Curioſities ; for they fay youlive like a Prince here ; 
and that the very contrivances about your Houſe, 
tell who's the Maſter of it. Eu. And you will find 
it a Palace ( 1can aflure ye ) worthy of ſuch a Prince: 
'This Neſt is, to me, more than an Imperial Court ; 
and if Liberty be a Kingdom, here do I Reign. But 
what if we ſhould take the Cool of the morning 
now, to fee the Gardens, while the Wench in the 
Kitchin provides us a Sallad? Tz. Never was any 
thing in better order. The very Deſign of this 
Garden bids a man/ welcome to't. Have you any 
more then this ? Ey. Here are Flowers, and Greens,

If thou wilt enter into Life, keep the Commandements. 
Ex. Now read the Greek, T3. I ſee the Greek, but 
that does not ſee me. Let Theophilus ſpeak to that:

A®9s 2. 19. Ch. Now leave the Hebrew to me. 
PM INIMRA PITYT ;, Truth and Righteouſneſs. Eu. 
Youle take him perchance for an unmannerly Porter, 
that at hrit diſh bids ye turn from your Iniquities, and 
applie your ſelf ro Godlineſs : And then tells ye that Sal- 
vation comes not from the works of the Law, but from Faith 
zn the Goſpel ; and the obſervance of the Evangelical pre- 
cepts, Ti. And ſee the Chappel there on the right hand 
that he directs usto; it is a very fine one: There's 
Feſus Chriſt upon an Altar, poiating up to Heaven, 


with his Right hand towards God the Father, and the 


Hol Gheſt ; and with his Left, he ſeems to Court and 
Invite all Comers. Ex. And he Greets you in three 
Languages too, Ego ſum Via, Veritas, et Vita. I am 
the Way, the Truth, and the Life, iya apr Ape, 
4.2. I am the Alpha and OmegaPIMIR MMIRN 
IVYDU 52 12) Come ye Children unto me; T will teach 
Je the fear of the Lord. Tj. "This Greeting looks like 
a good Omen. - Ey. And it is but juſt and devour 
#3 to 
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to pay back an Acknowledgment with Supplications 
to our bleſſed Saviour, that he will vouch(afe (ſince 
we can do nothing of our ſelves } by his infinite 
Goodneſs, to keep us in the right Way, and bring 
us by the Truth of the Goſpel to everlaſting Life, 
drawing us by himſelf, to. himſelf , all ſuperſtitious 
Vanities and Deluſions apart. Ti. It is moſt reaſon- 
able that we ſhould pray, and the very Place invites 
us tot. Ex. Strangers are generally pleaſed with 
this Garden; and hardly a Man that paſles by this 
place without an Ejaculation. Inſtead of the Infamous 
Priapus, I have committed, not only my Gardens , 
but all my Pofſeſſfions, both of Body and Mind, to 
the Protection of my Saviour. This bubling Foun- 
tain of Living Waters repreſents that only Fountain 
of Life that refreſhes all that are weary , and op- 
preſt, with it's divine Streams : the Fountain, which 
the languiſhin Soul longs for, as the Hart, in the 
Pſalmiſt, does E the Brooks : The Fountain which 
whoever 'Thirſts for may have his hill gratis. Some 

that come hither, make it a matter of Religion to 
ſprinkle themſelves with it, and 'others to drink of 
it. Youareloath, I perceive , to leave this place : 
But let's. go onand F'le ſhew you a ſquare wall'd 
Garden here beyond, that's betrer worth your ſee- 
ing. Aﬀter Dinner wee'l view 'what's within dores , 
for till towards Evening 'twill be ſo hot , there's no 
looking out of our ſhels. Tz. Bleſs me, what a de- 
licious Proſpect is here! Eu. And fo it ought 
ro be, for this Garden was deſign'd for Pleaſure, but 
for Honeſt Pleaſure ; rhe Entertainment of theSight, 
the Smell, and the Refreſhment of the very Mind. 
You have nothing here but ſweet herbs, and thoſe 
only choice ones too ; and every Kind has its bed 
by it ſelf. Tz, I am now convinc'd that the Plants 
are not Mute, as you were faying &en now. Em. 
Yeare 
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Yare in the Right: My houſe was never made for 
Magnificence,' but for Diſcourſe. So that I can 
never be alone 'in'r, as you your ſelf ſhall con- 
feſs when you have ſeen "ie through. As I have 
rang'd my ſeveral Plants into ſeveral Troops, fo 
every Troop has its Standard to it ſelf, with a 
peculiar Motto, The Marjorams word is Abſtine, Sus, 
201 tibi ſpiro : My Perfume was never made for the” Snout 
of a Sow; "being a Fragrancy th which the Sow 
has a natural ' Averſion. And fo every other herb 
has ſonithing in the Title,” to dehote the particu- 
lar Virtue the Plant.” Tz. 1 bake ſeen nothing 
yet that pleaſes me better than this Fountain. 
It is the Ornament, the*Relief, and Security of the 
whole Garden. But for this Ciſtern here that with 
ſo much fatisfaQtion to the 'Eye,” waters the: whole 
Ground 'in Chanels ar fuch equal diſtances, that it 
ſhows all the. Flowers'over again, as in'a Looking- 
glaſs; thisC;Pern, I fay, is it: of Marble 2 En.

This was @ prepofterous Fudgment , 
and mot according to the Knowledg of God, for #hey 
never conſider d that theſe proviſioms were made for Man, 
and not Vian for them. Burt I ſhould think my felf 
Impudent in faying thus much, if you had not com- 
mendedit ; and I had rather learn of others. Eu« 
This. Diſcourſe is 6 far from Impudent, that it 
looks rather like an Inſpiration : But while we are 
feeding of our Souls, we muſt not forget our'Com- 
panions. Th. Who--are thoſe ? Ew. - Our Bodies ; 
and 1 had rather-call them Companions, then Iuſtru- 
ments, Habitations, or Sepulchers. Ti. This is a ſure 
way of Satisfaction, when the whole man's relie- 
ved. Er. We are longa coming to't methinks ; 
wherefore if you pleaſe, wee'l call for-a roaſted 
Bit, without .ftaying any longer for a little. And 
now ;ye fee your Ordinary. Here's a good ſhoulder 
of Mutton, a-Capon, and two brace of Patridges. 
"Theſe Patridges came from the Market; and I'm 
Þbeholderito my Farm" for the reſt. Ts. Here's a 
Dinner®for a Prince. 'Eu. For a Carmelite, you 
would fay ; but ſuch as it is you're welcome to't ; 
and that muſt ſupply your Entertainment. Tz. This 
is the-ralkingft place that ever I fet my Foot an. 
Not only the Walls, but the very Cup peaks. 
Bu. And what does 'it fay? Ts. No man 4 hurt, 
but by himſeff, Eu. The-*Cup pleads for the Wine; 
forit a man get a Feaver, or a pain jm the Head 
with over-drinking, we are ſubje& to curſe the wine, 
when' we ſhould rather impute it to our {elvcs - 
t 
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the Exceſs. Soph. Mine ſpeaks Greek, here. *Ev bv | 
ennderg, In Vine there's Truth. Ey. This gives t » 
underſtand, that "tis not ſafe for Priefts, or Cour- 
tiers to drink deep ; for fear of throwing their 
hearts out at their mouths. Soph. The Egyprians 
 wauld not allow their Prieſts to Drink any Win : 
_ at all : and yet in thoſe Days, there was no Auri- 
cular Confeſſim. *Tis become lawful now for all 
people to drink Wine ; how convenient, I know 
nat. What Book is that, Exlalius, you take our of 
your Pocket ? Ir muſt needs be a good one ſure, 
there's {o much coſt beſtow'd upon ir. Eu/a. Ir 
has a Glorious qutſide, I mult confeſs, and yet *ris 
infinitely more precious within. Here are the Epitles 
of Sr. Paul, which _ I ſtill carry about me, as my 
' beloved Eatertainment, and I take *em out now up- 
on ſomething you ſaid, that minds me of a place 
which I have beat my head abour a long time, and 
I am nor yer reſolved in. It is in the 62h Chapter 
of the firſt Epiſtle to the Corinthians. All things are 
Lawful unto me, but all things are not Expedient : all 
things ae lawful for me, F. I will not be brought 
under the Popper of any. Firlt, (it we may truſt the. 
Sraiques) Nothing can be profitable to us which is 
not Honeſt. Therefore how comes St. Paul to 
diſtinguiſh betwixt Lamful and Expedient ? It is not 
Larful ſure ro Whore or to drink drunk. How is 
1t ſiid then that All things are Lawful 2 But if: St. 
\Payl ſpeaks of ſome particul:r things only, which 
he would have to be Lawful ; how ſhall I divine 
from the 'T'enour of the place, which thoſe parti- 
cular things are ? From that which follows, it may 
be gathered that he there ſpeaks. of the Choice of 
Mears. For ſome abſtain from things offer'd to 
Idols, others, trom [Meats that were forbidden by 
Moſes's Law, . In the Eighth Chapter, he Treats of 
G 4 the 
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the former, and then in the Tenth, unfolds the In- 
tention of this place ; ſaying, All things are Lawful 
For me ; but all things are not expedient: All things are 
Lawful for me, but all things Bdify not. Let no man 
ſeek hs own but every Man anothers Wealth. Wrhatſo- 
ever # ſold in the Shambles, Eat, And that which 
Se. Paul ſubjoyns, agrees with what he ſaid before. 
Meat for the Belly, and the Belly for Meats ; God ſhall 
deſtroy both It and Them, Now that this was ſpo-» 
ken of the Fudaical choice of Meats, appears by the 
cloſe of the Tenth Chapter. Give none Offence nei- 
ther to the Jews nor to the Gentiles ; nor to the Church 
of God, even as I pleaſe all Men in all Things ; not ſeek- 
ing my own Profit, but the Profit of many that they 
may be ſaved: Where he ſpeaks of theGentiles, he 
ſeems to reflect upon things offer'd to Idols, and in 
naming the Fews, he refers to the Choice. of Meats : 
Under the Church of God comprehending the weak 
that are collected out of both ſorts. It was Law- 
Ful, it ſeems, to eat of all Meats whatſoever, and 
all things are clean to. the clean : But the .remain- 
ing queſtion is, . whether or no it be Expedient. 
The Liberty of the Goſpel makes all things Lawful; 
Bur for the avoiding of ſcandal, Charity has a re- 
gard to the Conſcience of my Neighbour. Upon 
that ſcore, I would forbear, even things the moſt 
Larful: rather chooſing to gratihe the ſcruples of 
| Another, than to infift upon the Exerciſe 'of my 
own freedom. But now hefe ariſes a double difh- 
culty. Firſt, That there's nothing in the Context 
to warrant this Conſtruction either before, or after. 
For his charge againſt rhe Corinthians was, that they 
were Seditious, Fornicators, Adulterous, Inceſtuous and 
' given to. Contention, - before Wicked Fudges. Now 
what coherence is there after all this, to fay, al things 
are Lawful for me, but all things are not expedient”? 


After 
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After this Paſſage, he returns to the point of Incon- 
rinence, which he hal alſo repeared before, only lea- 
ving out the Charge of Contention : Buz the Body, 
ſays he, # not for Fornication, but for the Lord, and 
the Lord *s for the Body. But this may be Salv'd 
too, becauſe a little before in the Catalogue of Sins, 
there was mention made of Idolatry. Be not deceived; 
neither Fornicators, Idoldters , nor Adulterers ; and then 
the Eating of things offer*d- to 1dols, is a ſpice of. 
Idolatry.* - Wherefore he follows it with this expreſ[- 
fon , Meat is for the Belly, and the Belly for Meats 
Intimating, that in Caſe of Neceffity, and for a Sea- 
ſon, a man may Eat any thing, as far as Charity will 
permit ; but that uncleanneſs,” is in all perſons, and 
at all times, to be deteſted. It is matter of Ne- 
ceſlity, that we Eat : But that Neceſſity ſhall be ta- 
ken away at the laſt day. If we be luſtful, it is vo- 
luntary and malicious. There is yet another ſcruple 
which I cannot either diflolye, or reconcile to that 
paſſage : but F will not be breught under the Power of 
any : .For he ſays, that he has the Power of all things, 
and yet he will not be brought under any ones Power. 
If he may be faid tobe in another mans Power, that 
abſtains for fear of offending ; it is no more then 
what in the ninth Chapter he- ſpeaks of himſelf : 
For tho" I be free from all men yet have 1 made my ſelf 
Servant unto all, that I might gain the more. St. Am- 
broſe {tumblitig, as I ſuppoſe, at this ſcruple, takes 
this to be the Genuine ſenfe of the Apoſtle, for the 
better underſtanding of him-in another Place, where 
he claims to himſelt the Power of doing as the reſt 
of the Apoſtles, ( either true or falſe ) the Liberty 
of receiving Maintenance from thoſe to whom he 
Preached the Goſpel. But yet he forbore this, tho? 
he might have done it, as a thing expedient among 
the Cormthians, whom he charg'd with ſo many, = 
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ſo Enarmons Tniquitics. And moreover,. he that - 
reccives is in fame degree in the Power of him that 
gives ; and ſuffers ſome kind of Abatement in his 
Authority : Far he that takes, cannot fo freely re- 
, prove his Benefactor ; and he that gives, will not 
calily take a reprehenſion from him that he has 
oblig'd. _ Therefore did St. Paw/ abſtain from many 
things that were Lawful, for the Credit of his 4po- 
Poalica! Liberty, which he choſe rather to ſupport at 
the height, that he might maintain the Dignity of 
his Commiſſi>n, for the Reprehenſjan of their Sins, 
This Explication of St. Ambreſe, I am well enough 
pleas'd with : and yet if any body had rather ap- 
ply this pallage to Meats. St, Pauls faying, but I 
will not by brought under the Power of any, may in my 
opinion, bear this Explanation. - Although I may 
ſome time abſtain from Meats offer'd to. Idols, or 
forbiddeg by the Moſaical Law, out of a Tender- 
neſs, to-the ſcruples of a weak Brother ; my mind 
' 1s never the leſs Free : Well knowing that Neceſſi- 
ty makes all Meats Lawful: But there were ſome 
falſe Apoſtles, that would perſuade the World thax 
ſome Meats were an. themſelves impure ; and that 
noteonly ypon Occafian, bur in all Extremities, they 
were to be forborn, as Adultery, or Murther. Now 
thoſe that were thus miſled, fell from their Go/pe/- 
Liberty under a foreign Power. Only TheophilaR, as I 
remember, has an Opinion by himſelf, Ir is Laws 
ful, Gays he, to Eat of all Meats, but jt is not ex- 
Pedient to eat to Exceſs ; for from Luxury comes 
Luſt, There's no Impiety now in this ſenſe, but I 
take it to be forced. I haye now ſhew'd you my 
{cruples, and it will become your Charity te ſet me 
at Eaſe. , Ev. Your Diſcourſe is certainly anſwera- 
ble to your Name. And the Queſtions you haye pro- 
pounded, cannot be better refoly'd, then by ro 
| elf : 
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falf: Far your manner of Doubting \has -put me. 
out of all doubt. - Altho? St. Pal, proppling 40.do 
many things tagether, paſles { often from ONE thing 
to:angther, repeating what he had intermitred, and 
going over with tbe fame thing agein, in the ſame 
Epiſkle, that it #s'/a hard matter to diſeatangle xt 
Clryaglttus. If I were not afraid of talking ye-put 
of your Dinners ; and if I did ot make 2 Conſt 
ence of mingling things profane, with ſacred, there 
is ſomething that 1 would - venture to. propound-$A 
you:: dread tt this day with Gngular delight. 
Ex. Whatfeever is pious, and canducing i109 good 
Manners, ſhould not be called profane. The fuſ 
place muſt be granted tothe Authority of the Holy 
Scriptures ; and yet, after That, I fed among the 
Ancients, nay the Eciques,and,. which is yer more, 
among the Pdets, certain Precepts, .£nd SERLENCES 
fſo.clean, f fancere, {o divine, that I cannot pere 
firade my ſelf but they wrote them by Haly inſpire 
ration. And perhaps the Spitiz- of Chriſt diffuſes 
x falf further then we imagine. There are mare 
Saints then we find 1a our Catalogue. To confeb 
my (elf now among my Friends, I cannot vead Thy 
Of old Age ; of Friendſtup ; bis Qffices 3 ar lis awe 
{aue Queſtions, without kifling the Book ; without 4 
Veneration ifer the Soul of that Divine Heathen; and 
then on the contrary, when Ircad ſome of our Mo- 
dern Authors, their Palitiques, Qeconomies, and E- 
#biques ; Good God ! how Jejune; and Cold they 
are? And foanſenſible, compar'd with the other, 
that I had rather loſe .ai Scorus, and twenty mare 
Auch as he, (then eve Cicera, or Plutarch. Not that 
'-1 am wholly againſt them neither ; but from the 
reading af the One, 1 find my felt to become Ha- 
-nelter, .and Better; whereas I riſe from the other 
extremely dull, and indifferent in the point of Vir+ 
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tue; but moſt 'violently bent upon Cavil, and Con- 
tention. Wherefore never fear to make your Pro- 
poſition, whatever it is. Ch. 'Tho* all Tulh's Phi- 
loſophy carries upon it the ſtamp of ſomething that 
is Divine, yet that Treatiſe of O/d Age, which in 
his Old Age he wrote ; that Piece, I fay, do I 
look upon, according to the Greek Proverb, to be the 
Song of the dying Swan. IT read it this day'; and 
theſe words I remember in it, that pleas'd me above 
the reſt. Should God new put it intomy Power to be- 
gin my hfe again from my very Cradle, and once. mare 
to rin the courſe over of the years I have livd, I ſhould 
wot upon any Terms agree tot. For what's the Benefit 
of Life ; or rather, how great is the Pain ? Or if there 
mere none of thu, there would be yet undoubtedly in it 
Satiety, and Trouble. There are many { Thnow ) and 
Learned men, that have taken up the humour of deple- 
ring their paſt Lives. Thu #s a thing which I 6an ne- 
ver Conſent to ; or to be troubled that my Life n ſpent, 
becauſe I have ſo liv'd as to perſwade. my ſelf that T 
was not born mm vain» And when T leave this Body, 
tn but as an Inn, not as 4 place of Abode. For Nas 
ture has given 1s our Bodzes only to Lodge mm, not 40 
devell'yn. Oh ! How glorious will That day be, when [1 
ſhall leave the Rabble, and the Traſh of ths World be= 
hind me, to joyn in Counſel , and Society with thoſe” U- 
luſtrious Spirits that are gone before,” 'T'hus far Cate. 
What could a Chriſtian have faid more ? The Di- 
alogue of this' Aged Pagan, with the Tourh of his 
eimes, will riſe'up -in Judgment againſt many of ' 
our Monks, with their Holy Virgins. Eu. It will be 
objected , that this Colloquy of Twlh's was but a 
Fiction. Ch. '*T'is all one to me, whether /the ho- 
nour be Caro's, for the ſenſe and expreſſion of this 
Rapture, or Cicero*s, for the Divinity of the Con- 
templation, and. the Excellency of repreſenting his - 
Ek rhoughts 
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choughts in words an{werable to the Matter. 'Tho' 
I'm apt to think, that although theſe very Sylla- 
bles were not Cats's, yet that his familiar Conver- 
fations were not far from this purpoſe. Neither 
had Tully the Confidence to draw a Cato fairer then 
he was; eſpecially in a time, when his Character 
was yet freſh in the Memories of all men. Belide 
that fuch an Unlikeneſs in a Dialogue, would. have 
been a great indecorum, and enough to have blaſted 
the Credit of the Diſcourſe. Th. 'That which you 
ſay, is very likely ; but ler me tell you what came in- 
ro my head upon your Recial. I have often won- 
der'd with my ſelf, conſidering that long Life is the 
Wiſh, and Death the 'Terrour of all Mortals, that 
there is ſcarce-any man ſo happy {I do not 

of Old , but of middle-ag?d-men ) but if it ſhould 
be offer'd him to be young again, if he would ; up- 
on Condition of running the ſame Fortune over 
again of C3ood and Ill, he would make the ſame An- 
ſwer that Caro did : eſpecially paſſing a true refle- 
Ction upon the mixture of his paſt Life. For the 
remembrance, even of the pleafſanteſt part of ir, is 
cmmontly attended with ſhame and ſting of Con- 
ſcience ; mfomuch, that the Memory of paſt' de- 
lights, is more painful to us, then that of paſt miſ- 
fortunes. Wherefore it was wiſely done of the 
Antient Poets, in the Fable of Leche, to make the 
' Dead" drink the Water ot Forgetfulneſs, before their 
Souls were affected with any defire of the Bodies 
they had left behind *em. Ur. It 'is a thing that I 
my ſelf have obſerv'd in ſome Caſes, and well wore 
.thy of our Admiration.But 'That in Caro, which takes 
me the moſt, is his Declaration, that he did not repent 
bimſelf of his paſt Life. Where's the Chriſtian that 
lives to his Age, and can fay as much? *Tis a com- 
mon thing tor men that have fcrap'd Eſtates toge- 
- ther 


_ ther, by hook or by crook, to value rhemſelves: at 
Wu cir death, upon the Induſtry and Succeſs of their 

Bur Cato's' faying that he had not liv'd i» 
win, was grotmded' upon the Confeience of having 
diftharg'd alt the Parts of an honeſt, and! a reſoluce 
Cirizen', and Patriot , and untainted! Magiſtrate ; 
and rhat he. ſhould tranſmit to Poſterity the Monw- 
ments of his Integrity, and Virtue. - I depare ( fays 
he) 4 ou of 4 Lodging, not « dwelling Place. What 
could be more Divize? I am here upon ſufferance, 
till che Maſter of rhe-houſe fays be gone. A man 
will -not eaſily be forc'd from his own Home ; but 
the fall of a Chimney, | the fpark of a Coal, and 
a thouſand petty Accidents drive us out of this 
Wotld, or at the beſt, the Structure of our Bodies 
falls to pieces with Old Age, and moaldersto Duſt ; 
every momentadmoniſhing us that we are to change 
our: Quarters. Nephalius. Thas expreſſion of Socrates 
in Plate, is rather methinks' the more fignificant of 
_ the 'Two, The Soul of 4 man (lays he ) 5 in the 
Body as in a Gatiſe, "There's tio quitting of it ; 
withour the leave of the Captain ; nor any longer 
ſtaying in*t, then during the pleaſure of him that 
plac'd it there. The Allufion of a Garj/en is much | 
more .Emphatical, than that of a How, For m 
the One, is only imply'd an Abode, ( and that per- 
haps an Idle one too } whertas in the Other, we are 
put upon Duty by our Governcs ; And much to 
this purpoſe it is, that the Life of Mun in Holy 
FVFrit is one whnle. called a Warfare, and another 
while, a Race. - Ur. But Cato's Speech methinks has 
ſotne affinicy with that of Sr. Paul, - 2 Cor. obap. 5. 
where he calls that Heavenly ſtation which we look: 
for after this Life, in-one place-a Haſs, in another, 
a Manſion; and-the Body he calls ox3y©-, or a Ta- 
bermacle. For we alſe'( ſays he) in this Tabornacle 


groan 
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groan , being barthened. Neph. So St. Peter 2. I: 
And IT think it meet ( ſays he) as long as Tam in 
thu Tabernacle to ſtir ye up, by putting you in mind ; 
bring aſſured that IT ſhall ſhortly pur off this my Taber- 
mnacle. And what ſays Chriſt himſelf Mar. 2.4. Mar. 
13. and Luke 2r. That we ſhould fo live, and 
Watch, as if we were preſently to Die ; and {6 
apply our ſelyes to honeſt things, as if we were to 
live for ever. Now who can hear theſe words of 
Cato, Oh that. gloriow Day ! without thinking of 
St, Paul's, I defire to. be diſſolved, and to be with Chriſt 2 

Ch. How happy are they that wait: for Death in 

in ſuch a ſtate of mind? But yet in Cato's Speech, 

-.. tho' it be great, there is more boldneſs, and Ar- 
rogance in it methinks, then would become a Chr;- 
ſtian. No certainly, never any Erhnique came nearer 
up to us, then Socrates. to  Crito, before he took 
his Poyfon. - Whether T ſhall be approved, or not, i the 
fight of God, I cannot tell , but ' ths Tam certain of, 
that Thave mafÞtffeftionately endeavour'd to pleaſe him. 
And I am in good hope that he will accept the Hill: for 
the Deed. 'This great mans difhdence in himſelf, 
was yet ſo comforted by the Conſcience of Pious 
Inclinations, and an abſolute Reſignation of himſelf 

to the Divine Will, that. he deliver'd up himſelf, 

in a dependence upon Gods Mercy and Goodneſs, 
even for the Honeſty of his Intentions. Neph, What 

a wondettal Elevation of Mind. was this tn a man 
that ofily Acted by the light'of Nature ! 1 can hard- 

Iy read the Story of this Worthy without a Senfe 
Socrates Qra fro nobis, Saint Socrates pray. for us, 
and I have as much ado ſometime, to keep my ſelf 
from wiſhing well to the Souls of Virgil and Horace. 
But how diftrafted and fearful. have I ſeen many 
Chriſtians upon the laſt Extremity. ! Some put their 
Truſt in things not to be Confided in ; others breath 

out 
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out their Souls in deſperation ; either out of a Con- 
ſcience of their lewd Lives, or ſome ſcruples per- 
haps injefted into their thoughts, by medling, with 
indiſcreet men, at their dying hours. Ch. And 'tis 
no wonder to find thoſe diforder'd at their Deaths, 


who have ſpent their whole Lives in the Formality 


of Philoſophizing about Ceremonies. Neph. What 


do you rhean by Ceremonies ? Ch. Tll tell ye ; but 


with this Proteſtation over and over, before hand ; 
that I am fo far from Condemning the Sacraments, 
and Rites of the Church, that I have them in high 
Veneration. But there are a wicked, and "_aks 1 
rious ſort of -People, ( or, in good Manners, I ſhall 
call them only Simple, and unlearned Men ) that ery 
up theſe things as if they were Foundations of our 
Faith, and the only Duties that make us truly 
Chriſtians. Theſe, I muſt Confeſs, I cannot but in- 
finitely blame. Neph. All this is not yet enough to 
make me underſtand what it 1s you would be ar. 
Ch. I'll be plainer then. IF ye lookgygnto the ordi- 
nary fort of Chriſtians, you will find they lve 
as if the whole Sum of Religion reſted in Ceremo- 
nies, With how much Pomp are the Antient Rites 
of the Church ſer forth in Bapriſm ? "The Infant 
waits without ' the Church-door; the Exorciy/m, the 
Catechiſm, is diſpatch'd ; the Vow is paſt; the De- 
vil with all his Pomps and Pleaſures is atjur'd ; 
and then the Child is Anointed , Signed, Sealon'd 
with Salt, Dipr, a Charge given to his Surerties to 
fee him well brought up, and then follows their 
Oblation ; and by.this time the Child paſſes for a 
Chriſtian, as in ſome ſenſe it is. After this, it comes 
to be Anointed again ; and in time learns to Con- 
feſs, take the Euchariſt, Reſt on Holy-Days , to ob- 
ferve Faſts, and Publique Prayers, and to abſtain 
from Fie&, and obſerving all theſe things, it ow 
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for an abſolute Chriſtian. The Boy grows up then, 
and 'marries, which . draws on: another Sacrament ; he 
_ enters into Holy Orders, is Annointed again, and Con- 
ſecrated, his habit chang'd, and fo to Prayers. Now 
the doing of all this, I like well enough ; but the 
doing of it more out of Cuſtom than Conſcience, I do 
not like ; as if this were all that is needful to the 
making up of a Chriſtian. There are but too ma- 
ny inthe World, that ſolong as they acquit them- 
ſelves in theſe outward Forms, think *tis no matter 
what they do elſe : but Rob, Pillage, Cheat, Quar- 
rel, Whore, Slander, Opprefs and Uſurp upon their _ 
Neighbours, without Controll. And when they are 
brought through this Courſe of Life, to their laſt 
Prayers, then there follow more Ceremonies; Confeſſi- 
on. upon Confeſſion, more Union ſtill, the Euchariſt, 
Tapers, . the Croſs, Holy Water, Indulgentes and Par- 
dons ; if they be to be had for Love or Money : Or- 
der is then given for a Magnificent Funeral ; and then 
+ Comes another ſolemn Contra®. When the man is 
come / to agonizing, there's one bawls in his Ear, 
and diſpatches him now and then before his time, 
if he chance to be a little in drink, or to have better 
Lungs than ordinary. Now though theſe things may 
be well enough, fo far as they are done in Confor- 
mity to Eccleſiaſtical Cuſtoms; there are yet ſome 
Inward, and Spiritual Impreſſions that do more for 
tie us againſt the Aſſaults of Death, even to the 
degree of filling our hearts with Joy, and Confidence 
at our leaſt Breath, Ez. All this is ptous, and true: 
but in the/miean tithe, here's no body Eats. Itold 
you at firſt what'you were to truſt to: and if you 
look for any thitig more now, then a Diſh of Nuts, 
and Apples, you'll find your ſelves miſtaken. Come 
take away this, 'Boy, and ſet the reſt on. Take what 
ye like, and thank my Gardiner for't. ' Tz. __ Y 
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ſo much Choice, and they're fo well difpos'd, it does 


a man good to look upon't. 


Eu. *T'is ne deſpicable piece of Thrift I'll affure_ 
'e. This Diſh would have cheared up.the heart of 
he old Evangelical Monk Hilarian, with a hundred 
more of 'his fellows at's heels : But Pax! and 4*- 
thony would have liv'd a whole Month upon't. Tz. 
Yes, and Prince Peter, I phanſie, would have leapt 
at it too, When he lodg*d at Simon the Tanners. Ev. 
Yes, and Pay! too, I believe, when he fat up a nights 
to make Tents, Ti. How much do we owe to the 
Goodneſs of God ! But yet I had rather faſt with 
' Peter, and Paul, upon Condition that what I want- 
ed for my Carkaſs, might be ſupplied in the fatis- 
faction of my Mind. Em. Let us learn of St, Paul 
to abound, and to ſuffer want. When we have it 
not, God beprais'd, that we have ſtill a Subject for 
Frugality, and Patience : when we abound, let us 
be thankful for that munificence, and Liberality, by 
which we are both invited, and oblig'd to Loye 
him. And let us ſtill uſe his Bleſſings and Bounties 
| with Moderation, and Temperance; and remember 
the Poor. For God has given to ſome, too little 
for their Convenience, and to others, more than 
they need ; that neither {fide might want an occa- 
ſion for their Virtue. He beftows upon us ſufficient 
for the Relief of our Brethren ; that we. may ob- 
tain his Mercy, and the Poor, on the other fade, 
when they are refreſh'd by our Liberality, give God 
thanks for putting it into our hears, and recom- 
mend us to him in their Prayers. And now I think 
on'r. Comehither, Boy. Bid my Wife ſend Gudu- 
la ſome of the Meat that's left ? *Tis.a very good 
poor Woman in the Nejghbourhaod; ber Hulband's 
lately. dead. (a Profuſe Laxic fellow) and has xs 
| is 
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his Wife nothing bur a number of Children. Tz. 
TTis Chriſt's Command that we ſhould giye to eve 
_ ry one that asks. Bur yet it I ſhould follow that rule ; 
with-in one month, I ſhould goa begging my ſelf. Ex. 
This is faid, I fappoſe, of thoſe that Ask only Ne+« 
cellaries. For *tis Charity to deny to many what 
they ask, There are, that not only beg, but im- 
portune, or rather extort great Sums from people 
to furniſh voluptuous Entertainments, or which is 
worſe, to'nouriſh Luxury, and Luft. It is a kind 
of Rapine, to beſtow that which we owe to the 
preſent Neceffities of our Neighbours, upon thofe 
that will abuſe it. Upon this Conſideration it is, that 
F can hardly excufethoſe from a Mortal Sin, who, 
at prodigious Expence, either build, or beautihe 
Monaſteries, or Churches; when ſo many living 
Temples of Chriſt are ready to ſtarve for want F 
Food, Cloathing, and other Neceffaries. When | 
was in England, | faw Sr. Thema's Tomb; fo prodix 
giouſly Rich, in Plate, and Jewels, that the Value 
was almoſt ineſtimable. Now had it not been ber- 
ter if theſe faperfluities had © been rather apply'd to 
Charitable Uſes, for the Relief of the Poor, than 
refery'd tor thoſe Ambizfous Princes, who ſhall have 
the Fortune one day to make a Booty of it. 'TheHoly 
Man, I am Confident, would have been very welt 
content with Leaves, .and Flowers, inſtead of them. 
In Lombardy I ſaw a Cloyſter of Carthuſians; ( not 

far from” Pavia ) the Chappel, within, and with- 
out, is white Marble, from the top to the botrom, 
the Alrars, Pillars, Tombs in it ( and almoſt eve- 
ry thing elſe) are all Marble. To what end was 
this vaſt expence upon a Marble Temple for a tew 
ſolitary Monks to Sing in? And *tis of more 
Burthen' then Uſe too. For they are perpetually 
troubled with Strangers that 'come only out of mere 
T9 H 2 Curt-

Curioſity to ſee it. And which 1s yet more ridicu- 
lous, I wastold there, that they are indow'd with 
'Three thoufand Duckets a year, for Building and 
Maintenance of the Monaſtery. It paſſes for little 
better than Sacriledge, to beſtow one-penny of that 
Mony upon Pious Uſes ;. beſide the Intention of the 
Teſtator. And they had rather pull down that they 
may rebuild, then not to go on with Building. We 
have a World of Inſtances up and down - in our 
Churches of whis kind ; but I ſhall content my ſelf 
with theſe, as being ſomewhat more remakable than 
Ordinary. This is rather Ambition, then Charity. 
Great men now adays will have their own Monu- 
ments in Churches, whereas in times paſt they could 


hardly get room for the Saints: [They ' muſt have 


their Pictures there, and their Images, forſooth ; 
with their Names atlength, their Titles, and their 
Benefits: And this takes up a conſiderable part of 
the "Temple. Who knows(if they may have their 
Wills ) but their own Carcaſes may come hereafter 
to be laid upon the Altars > Bur this Munihicence 
of Great men, you'll fay,- muſt not upon any Terms 
be diſcouragd. And1I fay fo too; If that which 
they offer to the Temple -of God, be worthy of it. 
But if I werea Prieſt, or a Biſhop, I would ham- 
mer it into the heads of thoſe thick skull*d Courtiers, 
and Merchants ; that if they would attone them- 
ſelves to Almighty God, they ſhould privately be- 
ſtow their Liberality upon the Relief of the Poor. 
But they reckon all as good as loſt, that goes out 
ſo by Parcels, and is ſo ſecretly diſtributed toward 
the ſuccour of the Needy, that the next Age ſhall 


have no Memorial of the Bounty. But can any Mo- 


ny be better beſtow*d then that which- makes Chriſt 
himſelf a Debtor ? - T;. Do not you take that Boun= 
ty. to be well plac'd then, that's beſtow'd upon Mo- 
; | paſte= 
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naſteries? Eu, Yes, and I would be a Benefactor 
my ſelf, if 1 had a fortune for't ; bur it ſhould be | 
ſach a Proviſion for their Neceſſities, as ſhould_not 
reach to Luxury. And I would give ſomething £00, 
whereſoever I found a Religious man that wanted 1t- 
Ti. I have hcard many find fault with giving to - 
publique Beggars. Em. 1 would do ſomething that 
way too, but with Caution and Choice. It were 
well if every City were to maintain its own Poor, | 
without ſuffering Vagabonds, and fturdy Beggars, 
which want Work rather than Many. Ti. To whom 
is it then that you would give? How much? And 
to what Purpoſes? Ts. *Tis hard to anſwer all 
theſe Points exactly. There ſhould be Firſt, an In- 
clination to oblige all; and then the Proportion 
muſt be according, to a mans Ability, as often as - 
he has occaſion. ''And for the Choice of the men, - 
I would be fatisfi'd that they are Poor, and Honeſt ; - 
and where my Purſe fails me, I would Preach Cha- 
rity to,others. Tz. But will you give us leavegnow to 
diſcourſe at Liberty in your Dominion? Eu. You 
are not fo free in your own Houſes. Ti. You do 
not like Prodigious Excefles, it ſeems upon Churches ; 
and they might have been built Cheaper, you ſay. 
Eu. Truely I take this houſe of mine to be with- 
in the Compaſs of Cleanly and "Convenient ; far 
from any pretence of Luxury, or I am miſtaken. 
I have ſeen many a more chargeable Building that 
has been ereCted by a Beggar ; and jet out of theſe 
Gardens of mine ( fuca as they are) I pay a kind 
of Tribute to the Poor, and daily leflen my own 
expence, that I may contribute the more plentifully 
to them. Tz. If all men were of your mind, it would 
be better with many that are now in extream Want ; | 
and on the other {ide many of thoſe pamper'd Car- 
Caſes wou 1d be brought down, whom nothing but 
| H-23 Penury 
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Penury can ever teach to be either modeſt, or f6- 
ber. Ew. This may very well be. But ſhall I mend 
your Entertainment now with the beſt bit at laſt ? 
Ti. We have had more then enough already. Eu. 
But that which I am now to give ye, Il undertake 
for't ſhall never charge your Stomachs. Ti. Whar 
isit? Ex. The four Evangelits, which I have re- 
ſerv'd to Crown your Treat. Read, Boy, from that 
place where ye left off laſt. 


Boy: No man can ſerve twa Maſters ; for either he 
afl bate the One, and leve the Other, or elſe he will hold 
zo'the One, and deſpiſe the Other.

For he that wholly delivers 
himſelf up to any thing, #% a Servant tot, Now tho © 
the Propagation of the Goſpel ought to be our Chief, Jet 
it 3 not our only Care. For he ſays, Firſt, (not Only }) 
ſeek the Kingdom of Heaven, and theſe things Oat 
be added unto you. The word, 'T'o morrow, I take 
zo be Hyperbolical, and to ſignifie 4 time ts come Un- 
certain ; it being the Cuſtom of the World to be ſcraping 
end ſollicitow for Poſterity. Eu. Your Interpretati- 
on we allow of. But what is his meaning when he 
ſays, Ne folliciti ſith Anime veſtre, quid Edals. The 
Body is Cloath'd, but the Soul does not Eat. Ts. 
By Anima, is meant Life, which cannot ſubſiſt with- 
out Meat : 'This does not hold in our Garments 
which are more for Modeſty than Neceſſity. For a 
y may live without Cloaths, but without Meat 
It is certain Death. Eu. I do not well underſtand how 
to reconcile this Paſſage, with that which follows. 
Is not the Life more then Meat, and the Boay more 
then Raiment ? For if Life be ſo precious , we 
ſhould take the more Care of it. Ti. This Argu- 
ment does rather encreaſe ur trouble then leſſen 
it, Eu. But this is none of our Saviours meaning. Who 
by this Argument creates . in, us a ſtronger Confidence in

When I was a title 
Girl, they carry'd me into one of theſe Cloylters, 
and ſhew'd me the whole Colledge ; the Chappels 
were ſo neat, and the Gardens fo clean, fo deli- 
cate, and. ſo well order'd, that I fell in love with 
em: and then they themſelves were fo pure, and 
glorious, they look'd like Angels : ſo that { in ſhort )

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which way ſoever I turn'd my eye, there was com- 
fort, and pleaſure; and then I had the prettteſt 
diſcourſes with the Nuns !

Ca. [| ra- 
ther Die, then quit my Refſolurion of Virginiyy. 
Ez. Nay, *tis an Admirable thing to be a pure Maid. 
But cannot you keep your ſelf ſo, without running 
' your ſelf into a Priſon, never to come out again ? 
Cannot you keep your Maidenhead, I ſay, at home 
with your Parents, as well as in a Cloyſter ? Ca. 
Yes, I may, but *tis, not fo ſafe tho*: Ev. Much 
ſafer truely in my Judgment, than with theſe Braw- 
ny ſwill-belly'd Monks. They are no Capons, Pl! 
aſſure ye, whatever you may think of 'em ; but 
may very probably be called Fathers; for they com- 
monly make guod their Cailing to che very Letter. 
In times paſt, Maids liv'd no where honeſter then 
at home ; when the only Metaphorical Father they 
had, was the Biſhop.

Vails then V;rgins, believe me. C:. Good words, I 
beſeech- ye. Ex. Thoſe are good words that are 
zrue words ; and I never read of any more Virgins 
then One, that was a Mother. Ca. 1 abhor the 
Thought on't. Ev. Nay, and more then Thar, 
the Mazds you fpeak of { let me afſure you) do more 
then Maids buſineſs. Ca. Why fo ?it you pleaſe. Ev. 
Becauſe there are more Sappho's among 'em for 
their Bodzes, then tor their Brains. Ca. 1 do not 
Underſtand ye. Ex. And I talk in Cipher ( my dear 
Kitty ) becauſe I would not, have thee underſtand 
me. Ca. My head runs ſtrangely upon this Courſe 
of Life tho'; and my patlion for it grows every 
day ſtronger and ftronger.

has nothing bur a Sn3 Charity to ſupport him ; It 
were an Impiety in kim ro leave even That Farther, 
to ſtarve. If you were at this day Unchriſten'd, 
and your Parents ſhould firbid your Baptiſm, you 
were undoubtedly ro prefer Chriſt, before a Wicked 
Father : Or it your Parents ſhould offer to force'ye 
upon ſome Impious thing, their Authority 1n that 
point were to be contemned. - But what's this to 
the Caſe of a Convenz. Have you not Chriſt at 
home 2 the Diftate of Nature, the Approbation of 
Heaven, the Exhortation of St. Paul, and the Oblit- 
gation of Human Laws, for your Obedience to Pa- 
rents? And will yenow withdraw your ſelf from 
the Authority of Good and natural. Parents, 11 EX= 
change tor figurative ones? Will ye take an Imagi- 
nary Mother for a True ove? And deliver up your 
ſelt a Slave to ſevere Malters, and Miltrefſes, rather 
then live happily under the Wing of Tender and 
indulgent Parents? $9 long as you are at home, 
as you are Bound in {ome things, ſoin many things 
you are wholly Free ; as ths word Liberi ( or Chil - 
dren ) denotes ; in contra-diſtinttion, to the Qualuy 
of Servants. You are now, of a Free H/-man, about 
ro make your ſelf a Voluntary Slave, A Condition 
Chriſtianity has long fince caſt out of the World; 
ſaving only ſome obſcure footſteps of it, and,in ſome 
few places. But there is now found out ( under 
pretence of Religion ) a new ſort of Servitute, which 
I find practiſed in the Monaſteries, You mult do 
nothing bur by a Rule ; and then all that you Loſe, 
I 4 te 
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they Gert. Set but one ſtep out of the Way, and 
ye're lugg?d back again, like a Criminal that 
would have Poyſon'd his Father: And to make the 
Slavery.yet more evident, ye change the Habit thar 
your Parents gave ye; and ( after the Old Example 
of Slaves, bought and fold in the Market) ye change 
the very Name that was given you in Baptiſm. Peter 
is called Francs, and { Fohn for the -purpoſe ) is 
called Doeminicus, or Thomas. Peter gives his Name 
firſt up ro Chriſt ; and when he gives up his name 
to Dom NICs, he's cal'd Themas. If a Servant ta- 
ken in ar do but fo much as caff off the Garment 
that . his Maſter gave him, it is look'd as a Renown- 
cg of his Maſter ; and yet we applaud him that 
jays down the Body of Chriſt ( who is the Maſter of 
us all ) and takes up another Habit that Chriſt never 
gave him., And if he ſhouldafter "Thar, preſume to 
change the Other , his Puniſhment is a Thouſand 
times heavier then for throwing away the Livery of , 
his Hearealy Maſter, which is the Innocency of his 
mind. Ca. But they fay *tis a Meritorious Wor k for a Body 
to enter into this Voluntary Confinement, Eu. T hat's 
a Phariſaical De&rme : St. Paul teaches us otherwile ; 
and will not have him that's called Free, to make himſelf 
a Servant, but rather endeavour that he may bs more Frec. 
And that which makes the Servitude yet More Un- 
happy, is, that you muſt ſerve many Msſters ; and 
troſe moſt commonly Fools - too, and Debauche's : 
Befides that they are both New, and uncertain. Bur 
ſay ( I beſeech ye ) by what Law are you diſcharg d 
t:om the Power of your Parents? Ca. Why truly 
by none ar all. Ex. What it you ſhould buy, or 
{cl}! your Fathers Eſtate ? Ca. I do not hold it Law- 
ful. #z. What Right have ye then to diſpoſe of 
your Parents Child, to I know not whom ? His 
Clud ; waich is the Deareſt, and moſt appropriate 
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part of his poſſeſſion. Ca. The Laws of Nature may 
be diſpens'd withal, (I ſuppoſe ) in the Buſineſs of 
Religion. Eu. "The great Point of Religion lies in 
our Baptiſm : But the matter in queſtion Here, is 


only the changing of a Garmenz ; or of ſuch a Courſe 


of Life ; which, in it ſelf, is neither good ng evil. 
And now conſider how many valuable Priviledges 
ye loſe, together with your Liberty : It ye have a 
mind to Read, Pray, or Sing ; you may go into 
your Chamber when you will, and take as much, or 
as little on't as you pleaſe. When ye have enough 
of Privacy, you may. go to Church, and hear Pray- 
ers, Sermons,” Anthems ; you may pick your Com- 
pany among grave Matrons, and ſober Virgins; and 
fuch as you may be the better for. And you may 
learn from Men too, where ye find any that are 
endow'd with Excellent Qualities; and you are at 
Liberty to place a more Particular Eſteem ' upon 
ſuch as afteQtionately, and conſcienciouſly Preach 
the Goſpel. Bur there's none of this Freedom when 
ye come once into a Cloyſter. Ca. In the mean 
time TI ſhall be no Nun. Ez. Away with this Nicety 
of Names; and weigh the Thing it ſelf. 'They make 
their boaſt of Obedience ; and why ſhould not You 
value your ſelf too upon Obeying your Parents, your 
Biſhop, and your Paſtor, whom God commands ye 
to Obey ? Do they Profeſs Poverty? And fo may 
you too ; ſo long as all is in your Parents hands. 
*Tis true, the Virgins of former times were com- 


' mended by holy Men for their Liberality toward 


the Poor : But they could never have given any thing, 
if they had poſſeſsd nothing ; Nor is the Reputa- 
tion of your Chaſtity ever the lefs, for living with 
your Parents. And what is there more now Here ? 
A Vail, a Linnen Stole, and certain Coremonies that 
ſerve but little ro the Advancement of Piety ; and 
make 
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make us never the more acceptable in the fight of 
God ; who only. regards the Purity of the Mind. 
Ca. All this is News to me. Ez. But Truth too, 
If you cannot diſpoſe of ſo much as a Rag, or an 
Inch of Ground, fo long as you are under the Go- 
vernment of your Parents ; what Right can you pre- 
tend to, for the Difpoſing of your ſelf into the 
Service of Another? Ca. The Authority of -a Pa- 
rent cannot interpoſe betwixt the Child, and a Re- 
ligious Life. Ez. Did you not profeſs your felt a 
Chriſtian in your Baptiſm? Ca. I did ſo. Ex. And 
are not they Religious that conform to the Precepts 
of Chriſt> Ca. They are ſo. Eu. What new Re- 
ligion is that then ; which pretends to fruſtrate 
what the Law of Nature has Eſtabliſhed» What the 
Old Law taught, what the Evangelical Law has ap- 
prov'd, and what the Apoſtles DoArine hath confirm'd.? 
This is a Device that never Deſcended from Hea- 
ven, but was hatch'd by a Monk in his Cel. And 
at This 'rate, ſome of them undertake to juſtitie a 
Marriage betwixt a Boy, and a Girl, tho' withour 
the Privity, and againſt the conſent of their Pa- 
rents; If the contract be ( as they Phraſe it / in 

Words of the Preſent Tenſe. And yet that Poſtion 
is neither according to the Di&ate of Nature, the 
Law of Moſes, or the Do&rine of Chriſt, and his 
Apoſtles. Ca. But may not I eſpouſe my felt ro 
Chriſt, without the Good-will of my Parents? Eu. 
You have. already eſpouſed him; and ſo we have 
All. Where's the Woman ( I pray ) that Marries 
the ſame Man Twice 2 The Queſtion. here is only 
concerning Place, Garments, and Ceremonies ; which 
are not things to Leave Chrij# for. Ca. Burl am 
told that in this Caſe *tis Sanity, even to Con- 
remn our Parents. Ex. Your Doctors ſhould do wal 
to ſhew you a Text for't ; but it they cannot wn 
; tnis 
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this, . give*em a Beer-Glaſs of Burgundy, and they'll 
ſhew their Parts upon it. Ir is Piety indeed to flee 
from Wicked Parents, to Chriſt ; but from Honeſt Pa- 
rents to Monkgry, that is ) as it proves too often ) 
from Good to [ll ; That's but a perverſe kind of Ho- 
lineſs. ' In antient times he that was converted from * 
Paganiſm to Chriſtianity, paid yet as great a Re- 
verence, even to his Idolatrous Parents, ( matter of 
Religion apart ) as was poſhible. Ca. You are then 
againſt the main Inſtitution of a Monaſtical Life. 
Eu. No, by no means : but as I will not perſwade 
any body againſt it, that is already engaged in this 
Condition of Life ; fo I would moſt undoubtedly 
caution all young Women, { eſpecially thoſe of Ge- 
nerous Natures ) not to precipitate theraſelves into 
| this Gulph, from whence there is no returning. And 
the rather, becauſe their Modeſty is more in danger 
in a Cloyſter, than out of it : beſide that they may 
diſcharge their Duties of Devotion, as well at home, 
_ AS there. Ca. You have faid all ( I believe) that 
can be faid upon this Point, and my AﬀeCtions, and 
Reſolutions ſtand Firm. E#. If I cannot ſucceed to 
my Wiſh, remember however, what Eubulus told 
ye before-hand. In the mean time, out of the Love 
I bear ye, 1 wiſh Your Inclinations may ſucceed bet- 
ter than My Counſels. -

The 
Brawl went ſo High, that every Body expected it 
would have come to Blows.

Ph, They were not 
in his Bed-Chamber , now, ye muſt know ; but in a 
Court that joir'd to*'t: Which was all one, for he 
heard every word that was ſpoken ;there was no 
whiſpering , believe me, -but they very fairly exer- 
£i5d their Lungs: beftide, that in a Fit of Sickneſs, 
Men are commonly Quicker of Hearing than Ordi- 
nary. Ms. But what was the End of This Diſpute ? 
Ph. The Patient ſent them word by his Wife, that

Had he any 
Great Eftate ? Ph. A very Great one. Mz. But I 
gotten, as commonly , by Rapine, Sacrilege, and Ex- 
tortions. Ph. Aﬀter the Soldiers Method ; and I will 
not ſwear for Him neither, that he was one jot bet- 
ter than his Neighbours.

And then he was 
a Great Maſter of his Trade ; forhe had a way 
of getting Monthly-Contributions on Both Sides : from 
his Enemies , that he might ſpare them ; and from 
his Friends , as an Allowance for them to deal with 
the Enemy.

in his Profeſſion, (one James Caſtrutim.). Ma. 1 
know the Man; a very, worthy Perſon.

with God, than with the Dofors, Cornelius took This 


Sentence as Chearfully, as if_he had aſſur'd him of 
| his Recovery. Wherefore , tho he had always been 
very Charitable, according to his Power, yet he then 
enlarg'd himſelf, and beltow'd upon the Needy all 
that he could poſſibly ſpare from the. Necetſities of 
his Wife and Children: And not upon Thoſe that 
rake .a Pride in a ſeeming Poverty, (:thoſe are an 
Ambitious ſort of Beggers , - that. axe every where to 
be met withal : ) But upon thoſe good Men , that 
oppole a Laboriow Induttry to an Innocent Poverty. 
I defir'd him, that he would rett himſelf, and rather 
take a Prieſt to entertain him, than ſpend . his Waſted 
Body with more Labour than it would bear, His 
Anſwer was, That it had been His Practice, rather. 
to Eaſe his Friends where he could, by Doing good 
Offices, than make himſelf Toubleſome by Recei- 
7iag them; and that he would now Die as he had 
Liv'd. He would not lie down till the Loft Day, 
and part of the Laſt Night of his Life. In the In- 
terim, he was forced to ſupport his Weak _ with

ling with Fire, and Flames coming .out of their No-

Why , then ( ſays Fawn) we are both of a Name; 
and the very Thought of delivering his Nameſake , 
made him lay the Matter more to heart. Fawn 
| put ſo many 9reftions, that the Ghoſt began to fear, 
that a longer' Diſcourfe might make ſome Difcove- 
ry, and fo withdrew himſelf, upon Pretence that 
his Hour was come, that he was not permitted to 
Talk any longer, and that he was now compelFd to 
go away, Whither it pleaſed the Devil to carry him, 
but yet promis*d to return again the next day, at 
ſome lawful Hour.

ment? The G-oft anſwer'd him, That it might te 
done, by retioring the Ill-gortten-Money , which he 
had left behind ' him What (ſays Fawn) if it were 
put into the Hands of your People ,. to diſpoſe of tor 
Pious Uſes ?

ing to the Rule of St. Francis, and there were ſe-

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the Beholders. Pþ, But had he the five mounds too 
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yeral Holy Men callPd in, to bear witneſs to his 
Profeſſion. In this Habit dy'd this Famous Man ;, at 
the very point of time that had been foretold by his 
Phyſicians. There came abundance of the Frater= 
nity, to aſliſt at his Funeral Solemnity. Ph. I would | 
I had beenone of the Number. my ſelf. 7h. It would 
have gone to the Heart of ye, to ſee with what Ten- 
derneſs the Seraphique Sodaliry waſht the Body, fitted 
the Holy Habit to him, laid his Arms one over ano- 
ther, in the form of a Croſs, uncover?d, and ki/sd his 
Naked Feet ; and according to the Precept of the 
_ Goſpel, chear?*d up his Countenance with Oyntment.Ph, 
What a Prodigious Humility was this, for the Se- 
rr Brethren to take upon them. the Pariſh Offices 
of Bearers and Waſhers ft Th, After this,they laid 
the Body upon the Biere ; and according to the di- 
reftion of St. Paul ( bear ye one anothers Burthen ) 
Gal. 6. The Brethren took their Brother upon their 
Shoulders, and carry*d him along the Highway to 
the Monaſtery, where they Interr'd him with the 
Uſual Songs and Ceremonies. As this Venerable 
Pomp was paſling vpon the way, 1 Obſerv*d a great 
many People that could not forbeas Weeping 3; to 
ſee a Man that ugd to go in his Sk, and Scarler, 
wrapt now in a Franc:iſcars Habit, girt with a 
Ropes End, and the whole Body diſpogd in ſuch a 
poſture, as could not chuſe but move Devotion. For 
his Head, as I ſaid, was laid upon his Shoulder, his 
Arms, a Croſs; and every thing elſe too carry'd a 
wonderful zppearance of Holineſs.

ſome degree of Piety to renounce this weakneſs. Ph, 
Ple confeſs it, if there be no other way to avoid the 
Vanity of This Expence.

No, but 
in This world, if they happen to recover ; and it 
pleaſes God many times, that when the Phyſicians 


have givena man for Zof#, ſo ſoon as ever he has

Th. We ſhould walk with S:-plicity in the Fazth,bug 
if there were not ſomewhat Extraordinary in the 
Caſe, why ſhould ſo many Eminent and Learned 
men, eſpecially among the Jtaliars, make ſuch a 
bug neſs to be bury'd in This holy habit ? But theſe 
you'l ſay are Strangers to ye. What do you think 
then of the famous Kodolphus Agricola; (one that Pm 
ſure you have an Eſteem for) and then of Chrifto- 
pher Longolius, who were Both bury*d ſo ?

Pray*e tell me now, what 
does it ſignifie to a man, the Profeſſing, or the Clo- 
thing of him, when he comes to be aſſaulted with the 
Terrors, and diftrait;ons of his approaching Fate ?Yows 
ſhould 
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ſhould be. made in ſound ſenſe, and ſobriety;; they 
are frivolous elſe; there ſhould be natare Delibera- 
fon, without either Force, Fear, or Guile : Nay they 
are Voda, even without all this, before the Year of 
Probation be out: at which time, and not before, 
they are commanded to wear the Coat and Hood; 
(for ſo ſay the Seraphiques ) ſo that if they recover, 
they are at Liberty in cwo reſpects.For neither does 
That Vow bind, that is made by a man under an 
Aſtoniſhment, betwixc the Hope of Life and; the Fear 
of Death, nor does the Profeſſion oblige any man, 
before the wearing of the Hood, Th. Whether it be 
an Obligation, or not, *tis enough, that They think 
It one; and God Almighty accepts of the Good 
will; and This is the Reaſon that the Good works 
of Monks ( ceteris Paribus) are more acceptable to 
God, than thoſe of Other People; becauſe they ſpring 
from that Root. Ph. We ſhall not make it a queſti- 
-on in This place, the Merit of a mans Dedicating 
himſelf wholly to God, when he is no longer in his 
own Power. Every Chriſtian, as I take ir,delivers 
himſelf up wholly to God in his Bapti/-m;, when he

Vanities of. the Wicked World, and all the Sinful Luſts 
of the Fleſh, and liſts himſelf a Souldier to fight under 
Cbriſt®s Banner, to his Lives End. And St. Paul ſpeak- 
ing of thoſe that D:e with Chriſt, that they may {ve 
no longer to Themſelves, but to Him that is Dead 
for them, does not mean This of orks only, but of 
"all Chriſtians. Th. You have minded me ſcaſonably 
of our Bapt:/m, but in times paſt, if they were but 
Sprinkled at the laſt Gaſp, there was hope yer pro- 
mis'd them of Salvation. P#, ?Tis no great matter 
what the Biſhops promiſe, bur it is a matter of great 
uncertainty, what God will vouchſafe to Do : For if 


there went no more to Salvation, than the Sprink- 
| ling 
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ling of 2 little Water, what a Gap were there 0- 
n'd to all ſorts of Carnal Appetites, and Licenſe ? 
When men had ſpent their lives, and their ſtrength 
in Wickedneſfs, till they could fin no longer, two or 
three drops of 'Water would ſet all Right apain. 
Now if the ſame Rnle holds in your Profeſſion,and This 
Bapti{m,it wonld make well for the Security of the 
Wicked, if they might LZ:ve to Satan and Die to 
Chriſt. Th, Nay,ifa man may ſpeak what he hears, 
of the Seraphique Myſtery, the profeſſing of a Francif- 
canis more Efficacions than his' Baptiſm. Ph. What 
ivt ye ſay ?** Th. Only our Swmsare waſl'd away'in 
Baptiſm 5, but the Sox, tho? it be purg?d, is left na- 
kea': But he that is inveſted with T7hss Profeſſion, is 
preſently endow'd with the 2/derits and Santtimony 

« of the whole Order, as being Grafted into the Body of 
the moſt Holy Sodaliry. Ph. And what do ye'think 

" of him that 15 by Bapriſm ingrafted into the Body of 
- Chriſt ? 1s he'never the better;neither for the Head, 
nor for the'Body? Th. He?s-nothing at all the better 

- for this Seraphique Boay; unleſs he entitle himſelf 'to 
"it by ſome ſptcral Bounty, or Favour. Ph. From what 
' Angel, 1 beſeech ye, had they this Revelation 7 Th. 
From:what Arpel, do ye fay? Why St. Francis had 
This, anda great deal more, Face to Face,” © from 

* Chriſt himſelf.” *Ph- Now as'thou haſt any kindneſs 
| for me in the World, tell nie; for the Love of God, 
© what were thoſe Diſcourſes? Th, Alas-! thoſe Hol 
"and Profound: Secrets are not-for Profane Ears. Ph. 
Why Profante,; I pre*thee ? 'For I have ever been a 
© Friend to: this Seraphique Order, © as' much as to any 
- other. Th.But forall That, you give *em ſhrewd 
Wipes ſometimes. Ph. That's a ſign of Love Theo- 

_ Fimus;, The great Enemies of - the-Order are the Pro- 
fefſors of it Themſelves,that by MM-Lives bring a - ſcan- 

: dal upon the Habit. - And That:man does-not love 
. bs; 
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ic, that is not offended with the Corruptors of it, 
Th, But Pm afraid St Francis will take it 1l,if I ſhould 
blab any of his Secrets. Ph. And why ſhould ye fear 
That from ſo Innocent a Perſon ? Th. Well, well! 
But what if 1 —_ loſe my Eyes, or run Mad up- 
ont ? AsI am told many have done, only for denying 
the Print of the Five Wounds. Pb. Why then the 
Saints are worſe natur*d in Heaven, than they were 
upon Earth, We are told that St. Francis was of fo 
meek, a Diſpoſition, that when the Boys in the ſtreets 
would be playing the Rogues with his Cowl, as it 
hung down at his Back, and throwing 14k, Cheeſe, 
Dirt, Stones at it, the Saint walkt on Cheerfull, and 
Pleaſant without any Concern at all. And ſhall we 
believe him Now then to be Chollerique, and Revenge- 
Full? One of his Companions once calPd him Thref,, 


Sacrilegions, a Hurtherer, an Inceſtuous Sot, and all the 


Villains in the world. His Reply was only, that he 
gave him thanks, and confeſs?d himſelf Guilty. But 
one of the Company wondering at ſuch an Acknow- 
ledgment ; Ll had done worſe than all this, ſays Sr. 
Francis, if God's Grace had not Reſtrained me. 
How comes St Francis now then to be Vindiftive? Th, 
So it is, for tho? the Saints will bear any thing upon 
Earth, they?l take no Afronts in Heaver, Was ever 
any man Gertler than Cornelius, Milder than Antho- 
zy, or more Patzent than John the Baptiſt, when they 
liv'd upon Earth ? but now they are in Heaver, if 
we do not worſhip them as we ought, what Diſeaſes 
do they ſend among us? Ph, For my own Part, I am 
of Opinion, that they rather Care our Diſeaſes than 
Cauſe them. But however, aſſure your ſelf that 
what ye ſay to me is ſpoken toa man that's neither 
 Profane, nor a Blab. Th. Go to then. I will tell ye 
in Confidence, what I have heard as to this Matter : 


Be it ſpoken without offence to St. Francis, or the

Here's that Complaint anſwer?d,that their Growing 


ſo Numerous, is a Grievance of the People. Th. And 
then he revealed this further too; that upon his 
Arnniver ſary Feſtival, all the Souls of That Fraternity, 
and not only Thoſe that were of the Clothing, bur 
the Souls of their Friends alſo ſhould be deliver?d 
from the Fire of Purgatory. Ph. But was Chriſt ſo 


familiar with St. Francs ? Th, He was as Free with 


him as one Friend or Companion is with another. As 


- God the Father in former times, -Communed with 


Moſes. Moſes receivld the Law firſt, from God bim- 
ſelf, and then deliver'd it to the People. Our Savi- 
our fy ter the Goſpel, and St. Francis had two Copies 
of his Peculiar Law under the Hands of an Angel ; 
which he deliver*d to That Seraphique Fraternity, Ph, 
Now dol look for a Third Revelation, Th, That fa- 
mous Patriarch, fearing now, that when the Good 
Seed was fown,the Enemy ſhould come,while men ſlept,and 
Jowing Tares among the Wheat, they ſhould both be plucke 
up together, St, Francis was eagd of This Seruple, by 


a Promiſe from the Lord, that he would take Care 


that this 7ribe of Half-ſhodd and Rope-gire People 
ſhould never fail, ſo long as the World endur'd. Ph. 
W hy,what a Merciful Providence was This now ?

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for God would have had no Chifrch elſe. But pro- 
-ceed. Th. It was Reveal'd, in the Foxrth place; that 
noLewd Liver could long perſevere in that Order. 
Ph.But is it not taken for a DefeCtion from the Or- 
der, if a Man live Wickedly ? Th, No $ no more 
| than it is for Renouncing of Chri/#; tho? in ſomeRe- 
ſpect, it may be ſo taken, when a Man denies in his 
Afions, what he profeſles in his Words. But who- 
ſever caſts off:this. Holy Habit, that Man is irrecg- 
. verably loſt to the Soczery. Ph. What ſhall we ſay then 
of ſo many Convents that hoard up Money, Drink, 
Play, Whore, keep their Concubines publick, and 
- more than Þle ſpeak-of ? 7h. Thoſe People neither 
wear. St. Franciss Gown, nor his G:rdle, And when 
they come to knock at: the Door, the Anſwer will 
be, 1 kyow ye not 5 for ye have.not on the Wedding- 
Garment. Ph, Is there any more ? Th, W hy, ye have 
heard Nothing yet. The Fifth Revelation was This : 
. That the Enemies of this Seraphique Order (as they 
have but too many, the more's the Pity ) ſhoyld ne- 
yer arrive at half the Age that God had otherwiſe 
appointed them, without making away themſelyes ; 
but. that they ſhould all die miſerable, before. their 
Times. Ph, Oh! we have ſeen many Inſtances of 
This; as in the Cardinal Mattheus, who, had a very

Let it be which way it will, that divine 
Caution holds good However, Touch not mine An- 
omnted. Ph. Is there any thing mor: to Come? Th.Yes, 
you ſhall have the S:xth Apocalyps ; wherein the Lord 
bound himſelf by an Oath to St. Frazcis, that all the 
Favourers of This Seraphique Order, let them live 
never ſo wickealy, ſhould find Aercy inthe Concluſion, 
and end their days in peace. Ph. Why what if they 
ſhould be taken away in the act of Adultery? Th. That 
which the Lord hath promiſed, he wil Certainly 
make good. Ph. But what muſt a man do, to entitle 
himſelf ro a Right of being calld Their Friena? 14. 
What?Do ye queſtion That ? He that pre/erts them, 
he that clothes them, He that makes the Por boyl, That 
man gives Evidences of his Love. Ph, But does not 
he love,that Teaches,or Admoniſhes them ? Th. That's 
water into the Sea ; they have a great deal of This at 
home: And it is their Profeſſion to beſtow it upon 
Others, not to receive it from them, Ph. Our Saviour 
promiſed more, I perceive, to St. Francis's Diſciples, 
than ever he did to his Own, He takes That as done 
unto himſelf, which for his ſake one Chriſtian does 
to Another; Burt I do not find where he promiſes 
Eternal Salvation to Unrepenting Sinners. Th, That's

ROW hear the Seventh, and Laſt Revelation, Ph, Let's

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have it then. Th. Our Saviour ſware further, to Ft.

If they ae- 
fre it in their Life-t1-e,theWill is taken for the Deed. 
Ph. Bur I remember once 1a Anewerp, I was in the 
Chamber' with ſome-Relations of a Woman that was 
juſt giving up the Ghoſt. There was a Franciſcan 
by, (a very Reverend man) who obſerving the Wo- 
man to Yawo, and juft upon her laſt Stretch, he put 


one of her Arms into his ſteve, and fo recover'd that | 


Arm, and part of the ſhoulder, There was a diſpute 
rais?d upomr, whether the whole Body ſhould be /afe 
for*t, or only That part which he had rouch'd. Th, 
There is no doubt, but the whole Woman was ſecurd ; 
as the Water upon the Forehead of a Child makes the 
whole Child a Chriſtian. Ph, ?Tis a ſtrange thing, the 
dread that the Devils have of This Habit. ſh. Oh! 
they dread it morethan the ſign of the Croſs, When 
the Body of Ezſc5ius was carry'd to the Grave, there 
were Swarms of Black Devils in the Ar, as thick as 
Flies; that would be 64z2:i»7 about rhe Body, and 
ftriking at. it, but yer gurſt not zouch it : I faw This 
my ſelf, and ſo did many others. Ph. But methioks 

his face, his haras, atidhis Feer ſhould have been in 
Danger, becauſe (ye know) They were Waked. Th. 
A Snake will not come near the ſhadow of an Aſh, let 
it ſpread never ſo far : Nor the Devil,within _ 
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That . Holy. Garment ;, *tis a kind of Po:/on to them. Ph. 
But do not theſe Bodies putrifie ? For if they do, the 
Worms have more Courage than the Devils.Th, What 
you ſay,is not. improbable.Ph,How happy is the very 
Lowſe that takes up his abode in that Holy Garment |! 
Bur while, the Robe is going to the Grave, what is it 
that protects the Soul ? 7h. The Soul carries away 
wich ic the Lnfluence of the Garmerr, which preſerves 
it to ſuch-a degree, that many People will not allow 
any. of. that; Order to go ſo-much as into Pargatory.

Bur there 
are ſome in this Age that will have Mankind to be

Works : But what a Priviledge 1s it to be ſav'd by a 
Garment, without Faith ! Th. Nay, not too faſt; Phi- 
lecous. Ir is not ſaid, Simply witheut Faith ; but it is 
ſufficient for us to Belzeve, that the things I have now 
told ye were promiſed by our Savior? tothe Patriarch 
of the Order, Ph. But will this Garment ſave a Turk 
too ? Th.1t would ſave Lucifer himſelf 3 if he had the 
Patience to pt it 97, and coyld but beheve this Reve- 
lation, Ph; Well, thou haſt won me for ever. But. 


there's a Scruple or two yet, that 1 would fain haye

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cleatd. ' Th. Say then. Phi. t have been told that Sr. 
Francis's Order is of Evaneelical Inſtitution; Th, True. 
£4, Now.I had thought: that all Chriſtians had pro- 
fels'd the Rule of the Goſpel.-But' if the 'Franciſcans 
be a Goſpel-Oraer, it looks''as if all Chriſtians were 
bound-to be Franciſcan and Chriſt with his Apoſtles, 
and,the irgin Morher, at the Head of them.

And by thoſe” Marques we 4 
know an Emangebcal Chriſtian from a Franciſcan. Th. 
But they differ croo-apon'the Point of Tonching mony, 
Ph, But am'told that S+. Francis forbids the Rever- 
vang of, it, not the "Touching of it. But 'the Owner, 
the Proftor, Credztor, thie Heir, or a Proxy, does com- 


monly-Recerve it; and tho? he draws it over, in his 


Glove, ſo that he does not Toxch ity he*dbes yet | Re- 
ceive:it; NowI would fain know'whence-this Tnter- 
pretation came, that not Receiving ſhould be exponnd- 
edio-be nor touching? - Th; 'This'was'the Interpreta- 
ror of. Pope Beneditt.' Ph. Not, as'a'Pope*; but only 
as. 2 Franciſcan. And again, the ſtrifteſt 'of the Order, 
do they not take Morey_in-a Clout, when it is given 
them, 'in all their Pilprimapes? Th. In a caſe of Ne- 
ceſſuy; they do. Ph. But'a man would rather dye, than 
violate ſo /uper-Evangehical a Rule -* And then do they 
not receive money every where by their Officers ? Th, 
Yes, that they do ; Thouſands and Thouſands many 
times ;3.and why not ?. Ph, But the Rele ſays, that they 
muſt not Receive Money, either by Themſelves or by 
Others. Th. Well, but they don't rorch it. Ph. Ridl- 
culous. If the Touch ir ſelf be Impions, they Touch it 
by Others. Th.Burt That's the A and' Deed of their 
Profors, not their own. Ph. 1s it not ſo? Let him 


try it that has a mind tot. 7þ, Do'we ever ay. =" 
| | Chr: 
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Chriſt touch*d Money ? Ph. Suppoſe it. It is yet pro-* * 
bable, that when he was a Youth, he night bur ON 

and Vineger, and Sallads for his Father : But Perer 
and Paul, beyond all Controverſie, Touch*'d Mhrey. 
The Virtue conſiſts iti the Confempe of Money, and not 
in the Nor Touching of it; There is much more dan- 
ger, Ile aſſure ye, in touching of Wine, than of 
Money. And why areye not as ſcrupulous, in This 
Caſe, as in the Other ? Th:Becauſe'Sr.Francss did not 
forbid it. Ph. They can frankly. enough offer their 
hands, (which they keep fair, and /oft, with Care, and 
Idleneſs)to a pretty Wench; But if there be any Touch- 
ing of Money in the Caſe, bleſs me'! how they Parr, 
and Crofs themſelves as if they had ten the Devi ? 
And is not this an Evangelical Nicery? I cannot be-. 
lieve that Sr, Francis (tho never ſo [lliterate). coutd 
be ſo ſilly, as abſolurely to interditt. alt Touching of 
Money whatſoever : Or if that were his Opinion, to 
how great a Danger did heexpoſeall his Followers, 
in commatiiding them'to goBare-foor?For money might 
tie upon the Gromna, and They Tread upon it at Vr- 
awares.' Th. But they do not Toxch it with their 


Fingers, Ph. As if the Senſe of Touching were not 


Common to the whole Body. Th.But in caſe any ſuch 
16. Erna fall'out, they dare not Offciare after it, 
till they have been at Confeſſion, Ph. *Tis Conſcien- 
ciouſly done. 7h. But Cavilling apart; Pll tell ye 
plainly how It is. orey ever was, andever will be, 
an Occaſion to the World of Great Evils, Ph.?Tis con- 
feſt; But then it is an Enablement of as much good to 
fome as [ll to Others, The Inordinate Love of Money 1 
find to be condemn'd, bat not the Money it ſelf, Th. 
You ſay well.But to keep us the further from an Ava- 
ricious Deſire of Money, we are forbidden the very 
Touching of it : As the Goſpel forbids Swearing at all, 
to keep us from Perjury.Ph.Are we forbidden the fiohe 
of 
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of Money? Th. No, we are not; for it is eaſier to 
Govern our #Zanads, than our Eyes. Ph. And yet 


Death it ſelf enter*d.into the World, at Thoſe Win- 


dows, Th. And therefore your true Franciſcan draws 
his Cowl over his Eye-Brows, and walks with his Eyes 
cover”d, and ſo intent upon the Ground, that he /ces 
zothing but his way : As we Coour Waggon-horſes, that 
have a Leather on Each ſide of their Heads to keep 
them from ſeeing any thing but what's at their Feer. 
Ph. But tell me now; are they forb:agen by their O-- 
der, to receive any [ndulgences from the Pope ? Th. 
They are ſo. Ph. And yet I am inform'd that no men 
living have more; inſomuch that they are allow?d ei- 
ther to Poy/or,or to Bury alive, ſuch as they themſelves 
have Condemr?d, without any danger of being cald to 
account fort. Th. Thereis ſomething I muſt confeſs 
in the ſtory ; for I was told once by a Polander, (and 
a man of Credit too ) that he was got drunk, and 
faſt aſleep in the Franciſcans Church, in the Corner 
where the Women ſit to make theirCorfeſſions ; Upon. 
the ſinging of their uſual Nottarrs he awak*d, but, 
durſt not diſcover himſelf. And when the Office was 
over, the whole Fraternity went down into a place, 
where there was a large dcep Grave ready made ; and 
there ſtood two young men, with their hands ty*d be- 
hind them : They had a Sermon there, in praiſe of O- 
bedjence ; and a promiſe of Gods Pardon for all their 
fins; and not without ſome hope of Mercy from the 
Brotherhood,vpaon condition, that they ſhould volunta- 


rily go down into the Pzr, and lay themſelves upon - 


their Backs there.So ſoon as they were down, the Lad- 
ders were drawn up, and the Earth preſently thrown 
upon them by the Brethren, where they bury?d them 
ine. Ph. But did the Polarder ſay nothing all this 


while ? Th, Not one ſyllable; for fear be himſelf 


ſhould have made the Third, Ph. But can they juſtific 
T his ? 
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This ? Th. Yes, they may 3 when the Honor of the Order 
is in Queſtion : For ſee what came on't. This Man, when 
he had made his Eſcape, told what he had. feen, in all Com- 
panies where he came 3 . which brought a great Odzon up- 
on the Seraphique Order : And had it not been better now, 
that this man had been Bury'd alive ? Ph. It may be it had. 
But theſe Niceties apart : How comes, 1t that - when their 
Principal has order'd them to go barefoot , they ' go now 
commonly half-ſp2d ? Th. This Injunfton was moderated, 
for two Reaſons. The One for fear they ſhould tread up- 
on Money-at Unawares : The Other , for fear they ſhould 
catch cold, or take any harm by Thorns, Snakes, ſharp 
Stones. , and the 1i:ke : For theſe people are fain co beat it 
upon the Hocf, all the world over. But however, for the 
Dignity of the Injan#ion, the Rule 15 favd by a Synecdo- 
che : For ye may ſee Part of the Foot naked through the 
Shoe , which, by That figure ſtands for the Whole. Ph. 
They value themſelves much upon their Profefſion of E- 
wvangelical PerfefFion , which ( they ſay ) conſiſts in Goſpe! 
Precepty : But abour thoſe Preceprs , the Learned rhem- 
ſelves are in a manner at Daggers-drawing, Now amon 
thole Goſpel Precepts, which do you reckon to be the mo 
Perſe? Th. That of the Fifth of St. Matthew, where ye 
have This Paſſage. Love your Enemies, Do good to them 
that Hate, and Pray for them that Perſecute and Revile ye, 
that ye may be the Children of your Father which is in Hea- 
ven, who maketh his Sun to ſhine upon the Good , and upon 
the Evil, and ſendeth Rain upon the Juſt, and upon the Un- 
juſt. Therefore be ye Perfeft, as your Heavenly Father is 
Perfe#. Ph. That's well ſaid. Burt then our Heavenly 
Father is Rich , and Munificent to all People ; Ashing no- 
thing of Any man. Th. And Theſe, our Earthly Fathers, 
are. Bountiful too 3 but It 1s of Spiritual Things , as of 
Prayers, and Good Works, of which they have enough for 
themſelves, and to ſpare. 7h. I would we had more Ex- 
amples among them, of That Evangelical Charity, that 
returns Bleſſings for Curſings , and Good for Evil. What is 
the meaning of Thar Celebrated ſaying of Pope Alexan- 
der , There's leſs danger in affronting the moſt powerful Prince 
er Emperor, than a ſingle Franciſcan or Dominican.
